A Representative Assembly was first granted to this Colony in 1822, under the Governor- 
ship of Sir Thomas Cochrane, By the Constitution nine Districts were established, return- 
ing fifteen members, who were to hold their seats during Her Majesty's pleasure. In 1S38 the 
members of the Assembly were elected for four years, and this term has been adhered to since 
that date. In 1854, upon the granting of Responsible Government, the number of members 
was increased, at the instance of the Imperial Government, to thirty. In 1874 the member- 
ship was further increased to thirty-one, by the addition of one member to the number of those 
representing the District of Twillingate and Fogo. In 1882 the number of members was in- 
creased to thirty-three, by the erection of St. George and St. Barbe into Districts, with one 
member each. In 1835, after the publication of the Census of 1884, a partial re-distribution 
took place. The District of Twillingate and Fogo was divided, Twillingate retaining tliree 
members, Fogo was given one. Bay-de-Verd, to which was added part of the then District of 
Trinity, was allowed an additional member, as was also Harbor Grace. These alterations in- 
creased the number of members to thirty-six.

around the thickest part of the parcel. The rate of postage on such par- 
cels, which must in all cases be jDre-paid, will be as follows: On parcels 
not exceeding three pounds in weight, twent}''-four cents — this being the 
minimum charge; on parcels over three pounds in weight, up to seven 
pounds, forty-eight cents; over seven pounds and under eleven pounds, 
seventy-two cents — eleven pounds being the maximum weight.

Compulsory Insurance. 

It will be compulsory for the senders of parcels containing coin, jewel- 
lery, or any other article of gold or silver, to insure tlie contents for at 
least part of their value. 

Any uninsured parcel found in the United Kingdom to contain such 
articles will be compulsorily registered, the addressee being charged wiih 
a fee of 8d, stg. The same rule will be enforced in this Colony in regard 
to parcels from the United Kingdom, 

None of the above regulations apply to parcels for the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States. 

Dominion of Canada. 

Parcels may be accepted at any Post Office in Newfoundland for the 
Dominion ot Canada, subject to the conditions herein stated. The rate of 
postage being 15 cents per pound or fraction of a pound weight to all parts 
of Canada. No parcel can be forwarded if over seven pounds in weight, or 
if it measures more than two feet in length by one foot in width or depth. 

United States- 
Parcels are accepted for transmission to the United States subject to 
the following rates : — 

Not exceeding one pound . . . . . . . . 12 cents. 

For each pound or fraction of a pound . . ... 12 cents. 

No parcel may exceed eleven pounds in weight, three feet six inches 
in length, or six feet in length and girth combined. 

No parcel may contain a letter, post card, or any writing (by hand or 
otherwise, of the nature of personal correspondence), publications which 
violate the copyright laws, poisons, explosives, inflammable substances, 
liquids, or articles which easily liquify, confections and paste, live or dead 
animals (except dead insects or reptiles, when thoroughly dried), fruits, 
vegetables, lottery tickets, circulars or advertisements, all obscene or im- 
moral articles, or any article that may in an}' way injure or destroy mail 
matter, or injure the official handling the same. 

Registration. 

Parcels may be registered at the following rate of fees, that is to say : 
Inland or local rate, 3 cents ; to the United Kingdom, 4 cents ; to Canada 
and the United States, 5 cents. 

To all other countries the registration fee will be the same as the 
single rate of postage. 

General. 

No parcels should be posted in a letter-box, but must in all cases be 
taken to the Post Office and presented at the wicket, where forms will be 
supplied and information given. 

All foreign parcels received at the Post Office in this Colony must be 
seiU to the General Post Office, St. John's, to be made up in mails.

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GENERAL DIRECTIONS TO THE PUBLIC. 
Registered Letters. 
Register all valuable letters. 

Always communicate to the Postmaster the loss or delay of letters, &c. 
Letters for Canada should be addressed to the Province as well as the 
Post Office. 

Address letters, &c., legibly, and be careful to discriminate between 
places of the same name. 

A letter once posted becomes the property of the person to whom ad- 
dressed, and must be forwarded according to its directions. On no ap- 
plication, however urgent, can it be delivered back to the writer or to any 
other person. 

Letters containing gold or silver money, jewels, or anything liable to 
Customs' duty, cannot be forwarded by post beyond the Colony. In the 
Colony they must be registered. Always seal letters containing anything 
of value. 

Letters addressed to mere initials will not be delivered, unless ad- 
dressed in care of a resident, or to some box in the Post Office. 

Letters bearing mutilated stamps, or stamps so soiled and defaced as 
to make it impossible for the assorting clerks to decide whether they have 
been used before or not, will be sent to the Dead Letter Office for adjudi- 
cation. 

Unpaid and insufficiently paid letters and mailable matter, both local 
and foreign, will be charged, on delivery, with double the amount of po.st- 
age unpaid. 

Letters are liable for full rates of postage whether posted open or 
sealed. 

Re-directed Letters. 

Letters re-directed to places in Newfoundland, Great Britain, Canada, 
and the United States, Avitliout being taken out of the Post Office, are not 
liable to any additional postage. 

Request Letters. 

Letters addressed to persons in Newfoundland, when sent in enve- 
lopes having written or printed thereon a request from the sender that 
the letter, if not delivered at the office addressed within a certain time 
specified in the request, may be returned to his address as requested, will 
be returned to the sender at the expiration of the time specified. 

Newspapers. 

Always fully pre-pay newspapers, or such will be taxed double the 
amount insufficiently paid. Unpaid newspapers will nst be forwarded. 

A newspaper must have no cover, or a cover open at both ends, which 
call easily be withdrawn. It must contain no enclosure. It must have no 
writing thereon but the name and address of the person to whom it is seut. 

Newspapers over four ounces are charged at book rate, 
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Books and Circulars. 

A book packet must be left open for inspection, it must not contain 
any enclosure, nor must it exceed twenty-four inches in length, nor twelve 
inches in breadth or depth. The limit of weight of a book packet ad- 
dressed to any place within the Colony, Great Britain, Canada, or the 
Untied States, is three pounds. Postage — one cent per two ounces. Cir- 
culars—one cent each under two ounces. 

Patterns and Samples. 

Bona fide patterns and samples of merchandize, not exceeding twenty- 
four ounces in weight, when posted in Newfoundland for places within 
Newfoundland, must be prepaid by postage stamp at the rate of one cent 
per two ounces weight, properly labelled, and put up in such a manner as 
to admit of inspection. 

Packets of patterns and samples, addressed to any place in Newfound- 
land, can be registered on affixing thereto stamps to the value of three 
cents, in addition to postage stamps representing ordinary postage rate. 

The limit of weight to Great Britain and British possessions is 5 lbs., 
the United States 12 ounces, and all countries in Europe 8 ounces — post- 
age, two cents for the first four ounces, and one cent for every additional 
two ounces. 

No article liable to Customs' duty can be sent as sample or pattern to 
a Postal Union country. 

Registration. 

Every letter and packet intended for registration must be handed in 
at the wicket, and a receipt obtained therefor. On no account should it 
be dropped into the letter box. The registration fee must be pre-paid on 
registered letters addressed to the Government Departments in St. John's 
(except the Postal Department), and also on registers sent by the Govern- 
ment offices to the Outports. The registration fee on letters and parcels 
to places in Newfoundland is three cents, including official registration ; 
to Great Britain, four cents ; to Canada and the United States, five cents. 

Letters contoining coin, &c., will be forwarded in the Colony onl}' 
(charged with double registration fee, if posted without being registered). 
Coin cannot be sent in letters outside of Newfoundland. Such letters will 
always be returned from D. L. 0. to writer. Always obtain a receipt for 
registered letter or packet. 

Matter which cannot be forwarded by Post. 

Any explosive, dangerous or destructive substance, liquids, or any- 
thing likely to injure the mails or the person of any officer or servant of 
the Post Office. A glass bottle, or glass in any form (except eye-glasses, 
microscopic slides and spectacles, when properly put up), matches, leeches, 
or fruit. 

Letters containing gold or silver money, jewels, or any coin, or any- 
thing liable to Customs' duty, cannot be sent out of Newfoundland.

CLOSE TIME FOR FISH AND GAME. 

For Willow Grouse (Partridge) and other fTrouse, or for egg.s of the same, Jaii'y 
12th to Sept. 15th in any year. 

For Curlew, Plover, Snipe, or other wild or niipratory birds (excepting Wild 
Geese), or the eggs of the same, 12th January to 20th August. 

For Caribou, 1st February to .31st July, both days inclusive, and from 1st Octo- 
ber to 31st October, both days inclusive, in any ysar. Killing prohibited at all times 
for area extending from Goose Brook to Grand Lake, at a distan;'e of 5 miles on each 
side of the railway. 

For Moose or Elk, to 1st day ot January, 1912. 

For Otters, 1st April to 1st October, in any year. 

For Beavers, until 1st October, 1907. 

For Foxes, 15th March to 15th October, in any year. (Use of poison for killing 
prohibited.) 

For Rabbits and Hares 1st March to loth September. 

For Herring — Vessels prosecuting the Bank Fishery arc allowed to take eight 
barrels for each dory carried, per voyage, for bait. 

Inbarring prohibited between 25th April and 1st October next following — unless 
for packing immediately in barrels for food purposes. 

Special rules respecting dates, regulating or prohibiting use of trajis, seines, &c., 
in certain sea areas of the colony — (see Fishery Rules and Regulations). 

For S.almon and Trout: in any lake, river or stream, loth of September to 15th 
January next following. 

Lobsters— Cape Race West — 21st July to 30th April, in following year. 
" Cape Race North- -2nd August to 9th May, in following year. 

Note— License to kill Caribou. — S.'iO for three stags. License for Guides (nou- 
domiciled), $50 ; (domiciled), free. A license is issued to any officer of any British 
war ship stationed on Fishery Protection Service free of charge.

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SYNOPSIS OF LEGISLATION, 1904. 

Cap. 1. — An Act to continue for a further \'period " The Neicfoundland 
French Treaties' Act." — This Act continues the operation of the French 
Treaties Act till 31st December, 1904. 

Cap. 2. — An Act respecting the Establishment of Cold Storage Factories 
end Honae^. — This Act confirms an agreement made between the Govern- 
ment of the Colony and tlie Newfoundland Cold Storage and Reduction 
Company under w liich tlie Company agrees to erect at some point between 
St. John's and Port-aux-Basques a central Cold Storage waiehouse having 
a capacity of freezing at least thirty tons of fresh fish in twenty-four hours 
and a building with machinery equal to the reduction of sixty tons of fish 
offal in twenty-four hours ; also a warehouse with a capacity sufficient to 
handle, store, pack and prepare lor shipping at least one hundred tons of 
fresh fish within twenty-four hours. On these works the Company will 
e.xpend $500,000, and also agrees, whilst the agreement lasts, to expend 
$200,000 per aniiuiii in the purchase from fishermen of Newfoundland of 
fresh fisli and fish ofl'al and in wages in connection with handling the same. 
The Company further agrees to establish not less than five bait storage 
houses at points to be agreed upon, and to extend the number to not ex- 
ceeding thirteen, the Company reserving the right to discontinue the ope- 
ration of any of such bait houses on its proving unremunerative, though it 
agrees to continue operations on the Government agreeing to make good 
any loss. The Company further agrees that the cost of bait to the fisher- 
men shall not exceed one cent per pound above the cost of the bait. In 
consideration of these services the Government agrees to make payment to 
the Company for a period not exceeding twenty years of a sum by which 
its net annual profits may be less than five per cent, on the value of all 
buildings, plant, &c., constructed in the Colony for the purposes of the 
Company. This sum not to exceed $25,000 in any one year. This grant 
sliall be payable only after the Company has expended $250,000 in build- 
ings, &c., and only so long as the plant of the Company shall be in hona 
fide operation and entailing an annual expenditure of $200,000, of which 
sum at least two-thirds shall be spent in purchase of fresh fish for expor- 
tation in frozen state. The Government further agrees to grant land for 
buildings, &c., to admit all plant, machinery, implements and apparatus 
free of duty, and to exempt the Company for the period of twenty years 
irom Government or Municipal tax. 

Cap. ^.—An Act respecting the Supreme Court. — TJiis Act consolidates 
and amends the Laws relating to the jurisdiction, constitution, powers, 
privileges, practice and procedure of the Supreme Court, and is cited as 
the "Judicature Act, 1904.', This Act runs to nearly 500 pages, and it is 
not necessary here to refer to its provisions in any detail, but it embodies 
the n.ethods of legal practice and pleading now used in Britain. 

Cap. a.— An Act to further amend 56 Vic, Cap. IL, entitled ''An Act 
to Incorporate the Placentia Water Compqny:'—'\jm\ev this Act the Placen- 
tia^ Water Company has power conferreditoiincrease its capital stock by 
$4,500, subject to the provisions of the original Act, 
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'^Canadian '^ and '^Woonsockef Rubbers. 

Cap. 5. — An Ad respecting the Coastal Steam Mail Service — This Act 
makes valid au agreement made between the Government and Bowring 
Bros., Limited, for a Coastal Steam Mail Service, and provides tliat mat- 
ters in dispute between the parties may be stated as a special case for tlie 
opinion of the Supreme Court. 

Cap. {5.— An Ad to Incorporate the ''Royal Trust Compctnij."— This Act 
authorizes and empowers the Royal Trust Company of Canada (consisting 
of E. S. Clouston, Hon. Geo. A. Drummond, E. B. Angus, E. D. McGibbon, 
C. R. Hosmer, James Eoss and others), to carry on its business in this 
Colonv, and declares it a Company under the laws of this Colony. The 
powers of the Company are— (1) To accept and fulfil any trust committed 
to it by any person or persons, or Court of Law, and to receive, hold and 
convey any estates or property wliich may be conmiitted to it upon any 
such trust ; (2) To act as agents for the transaction of business, manage- 
ment of estates, investment and collection of monies, rents, &c., to act as 
agent for registering and issuing bonds, certificates, debentures, &c., of the 
Colony or any corporation or municipality, and to receive and manage 
any sinking fund therefor ; (3) To construct and operate suitable struc- 
tures for storage of personal property, and to make loans on same ; (4) To 
make loans upon all sorts of securities, except bills of exchange and pro- 
missory notes ; (5) To act as agent for others who entrust it with money 
for investment, and for tlie purpose of securing the Company in any gua- 
rantee, to receive and dispose of any description of asset, conveyed or 
mortgaged to the Company in connection with such guarantee ; (6) To 
promote any other Company and subscribe for, buy and sell its sj^-curities, 
and to wind up the businsss of persons, companies and estates ; (7) To act 
as trustee in respect of any debenture or other security used by any muni- 
cipal or other corporation'; (8) To accept and hold the ofiice of receiver or 
liquidator of an insolvent estate or executor of the will of any person ; 
(9) To hold land not exceeding in value one million dollars, exclusive of 
lands taken in payment of indebtedness or mortgage ; (10) To guarantee 
quiet possession of property, and to guarantee persons purchasing property 
against any losses through imperfection of title or otherwise; (11) To 
borrow money at such rates of interest as may be agreed upon, and to 
give security therefor ; (12) To examine and audit the books of any com- 
pany or partnership ; (13) To buy and sell stocks, bonds, &c. ; (14) To 
guarantee any investment made by the Company as agent ; (15) To sell, 
pledge mortgage or hypothecate any mortgage or other security ; (16) To 
charge' for, collect and receive all agreed, or legal and usual or customary 
cost*" charges, &c., for services, duties or trusts. The Company may be 
surety upon any bond, and its security will suffice where two sureties are 
now required. "The capital stock of the Company is $500,000, but it may 
be increased to $5,000,000. The head office of the Company shall be in 
Montreal, and the chief agency for Newfoundland in St. John's. 

Q^p 7 _J.« Ad to Amend Chap)ter 105 of the Consolidated Statutes, 
f Second Series), entitled " Of Life Insurance ComjMnies:'— This Act merely 
increases the number of particulars of business that under the first-named 
Act are required to be made public. 
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Cap. 8. — An Act respecting the Qualifications of Engineers. — This .\ct 
provides for tlie examination of and the granting of certificates to Ei,ji- 
neers. The examinations are to be conducted in St. John's and candidates 
must pay a fee of ten dollars. The rules as to qualification shall be as 
nearly as may be in accordance with the Board of Trade in England. Cer- 
tificates shall be of two descriptions— first and second class. A second- 
class certificate entitles the holder to take charge of a steamer up to 100 
liorse power, and every steamer of 100 horse power and upwards shall 
have an engineer with first-class certificate. Certificates of Service may 
be granted to any engineer who, for two years preceding the passing of 
this Act, has been employed as a chief or second engineer on board a sea- 
going steamer. No steamer registered in Newfoundland is to go to sea 
except it has certificated engineers under a penalty of §100, but the pro- 
visions of the Act do not apply to steamers or steam launches under twenty 
horse power. The Act if to be brouglit into operation by Proclamation of 
the Governor. 

Cap, 9. — An Act respecting Foreign Marriages — The provisions ot this 
Act are to secure the validity of marriages and enforce regulations made 
by the British Government's Order in Council, 1903. 

Cap. 10.— ^n Act to amend 2 Edward VII., Chapter 11, entitled " An 
Act to regulate the Whaling Fishery." — Section one in this Act provides for 
the recovery of penalty under original Act, and section two compels every 
holder of a Whaling license to provide proper means and machinery for 
the manufacture of whale's carcases into a marketable product. Section 
three imposes upon a transferee all the responsibilities of tlie transferor 
of a license. 

Cap. 11. — An Act to amend the Law relating to the Preservation of Game. 
— This Act prohibits the killing of partridge until the 1st October, 1905, 
and between the 12th January and the 1st October in each subsequent 
year, under a penalty of twenty-five and not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars. But partridges in possession on the 12th January may be sold until 
the 22nd January. 

Cap. 12. — An Act respecting certain Mineral Lands. — This Act allows 
the representatives of Charles Fox Bennett to make selection of fifty 
square miles of mineral land, in blocks not exceeding five square miles, 
in lieu of certain mineral grants made to the said C. F. Bennett by the 
Governor in Council in 1851, 1852 and 1853, containing one million acres, 
and upon the validity of which grants doubts exist. 

Cap. 13.— ^?i. Act to provide for the Transportation of Timber over 
Streams and Lakes, and for other purposes in connection ivith Crown Lands. 
— This Act relates to certain areas of Crown lands held by the Reid-New- 
foundland Company in fee simple, respecting which the Government and 
Company have agreed to certain modifications and exchanges, and pro- 
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vides that all streams may be used for floating logs, that the title to roads 
on lands of the Company already laid down or to be laid down within 
two years shall be in the King. Sections of this Act makes it lawful for 
any person, for the purpose of obtaining timber for shijjbuilding, for re- 
pairs of ships or boats, or for firewood, to enter conditionally upon certain 
lands of the Company specified in a schedule. By section 5 a right of 
way is reserved round all lakes and ponds and on both banks of all rivers 
on the Company's lands. Section 6 confers on the Company the exclusive 
use of the craters of Cochrane Pond. 

Cap. 14. — An Act relaling to the Postal and Telegraphic Services of the 
Colony. — This Act gives the control of the Telegraphic Service of the 
Colony to the Post Ofiice Department, and makes necessary provision for 
maintaining and extending the service ; also provides for regulations for 
the conduct of the telegraphic and postal business of the Colony. 

Cap. 15. — An Act to amend "The Deer Preservation Act, 1903." — This 
Act prohibits the canning of caribou under a penalty of $200, and also 
prohibits the purchase of caribou meat at any time between the first day 
of January and the thirty-first day of July in any year. 

Cap. 16.— An Act to amend " The Customs' Act, 189S."~mhh Act au- 
thorizes the Minister of Customs to order the sale of goods which he is 
satisfied are invoiced at less than fair market ralue, paying the importer 
the invoiced value and fifteen per cent, thereon ; the residue to be paid 
into the Colonial Treasury. 

Cap. 17. — An Act to amend " TheRevemie Act, 1901.'" — This Act makes 
changes in the Tariff', such as the admitting of flour, molasses and Kero- 
sene oil free. (The amended Tarifl' will be found at the end of this book.) 

Cap. 18. — An Act for raising a sum of Money, by Loan, upon the Credit 
of the Colony. —This Act authorizes a loan of $100,000 for providing an 
improved water service for St. John's. 

Cap. 19. — An Act for raising, by Loan, a sim71 of Money by the sale of 
Debenture Bonds of this Colony. — This Act authorises the raising of a sum 
of $12,000 to be paid to the Reid-Newfoundland Co. of the sum owing for 
the reversion of the line of railway from Whitbourne towards St. John's. 

Cap. 20. — Public Service Act. — This is the usual appropriation Act 
for the Civil Service and Public Works of the Colony for 1904-5 and 
supplemental votes for 1903-4. The total appropriations amount to 
$1,315,618.14.

THE following Sections of the Acts 47th Victoria, Cap. 7, and 50tb 
Victoria, Cap. 9, for the Preservation of Sheep, are published in 
consolidated form for the information of the public: — 

1. — It shall be lawful for tlie duly qualified Electors resident witliin an area 
or District witliin this Colony to present to the Governor in Council a Petition or 
Requisition in the torm prescribed in the schedule to this Act, or as near thereto- 
as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries within which such area or Dis- 
trict is comprised, and the names of the towns, harbors or settlements included 
therein, and praying for a Proclamation prohibiting the keeping of Dogs within 
such area or District. 

2. — Such Petition or Requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident Stipen- 
diary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certificate as here- 
inafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. — Upon receipt of any such Petition or Requisition lontaining the signatures 
of not less than one-third of the Electors resident within any such area or District, 
certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue a Proclamation or Pub- 
lic Notice prohibiting the keeping of Dogs within such area or District, 

4. — From and after the day prescril)ed in and by such Proclamation or Notice, 
it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or District to keep. 
or to have in his possession, or under his control, any Dog within the area or 
District to which such Proclamation or Notice shall relate, under a penalty not 
exceeding Fifty Dollars, or imprisonment for a term not exceeding Three Months. 
This prohibition shall not apply to any jierson or persons travelling or passing 
through such area or Districts and having a licensed Dog or Dogs in his or their 
possession, charge or control, and not at large. 

5.— It shall be the duty of all Police Constables to kill all Dogs found by 
them in any area or District in which the keeping of Dogs is prohibited under 
this Act, except Shepherd Dogs or Collie.s, and those excepted under the next pre- 
<;eding section, and all such Dogs not so excepted may be killed by any person 
whomsoever. And it shall be lawful for any person to destroy any Dog kept 
in contravention of the provisions of this Act 

*^ All penalties under this Act may be sued for and recovered in a sum- 
mary manner before a Stipendiary Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, and all 
tines shall be paid to the person who shall give information of the offence and 
prosecute the offender to conviction.

A dtertisem cnts. 
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No person shall pursue with intent to kill any Caribou from the 1st 

day of February to the 31st day of July, or from the ist day of October to the 

20th of October in any year. And no person shall kill or take more than 

two Stag and one Doe Caribou in any one year. 

No person is allowed to hunt or kill Caribou within live miles of either side 
of the railway track from Grand Lake to Goose Brook, these limits being 
defined by gazetted proclamation. 

No non-resident may hunt or kill Deer without previously having purchased 
and procured a License therefor. All Guides must be licensed — Issued free 
to residents; to non-residents costing fifty dollars. 

No person may kill, or pursue with intent to kill, any Caribou with dogs, 

or with hatchet or any weapon other than fire-arms, or while crossing 

any pond, stream or water-course. 

Tinning or canning of Caribou meat is absolutely prohibited. 

No person may purchase, or receive, any f^esh of Caribou between January 
1st and July 31st, in any year. 

Penalties for violation of these laws, a fine not exceeding Two Hundred 
Dollars, or in default, imprisonment not exceeding Two Months. 

No person shall hunt or kill Partridges during the present year, or before 1st 
October, 1905. After that period not before ist October or later than 12th 
January. Penalty not exceeding One Hundred Dollars or imprisonment. 

Any person who shall hunt Beaver, or export Beaver skins, till October ist, 
1907, shall be liable to confiscation of skins, and fine or imprisonment. 

And no person shall hunt Foxes from March 15th to October 15th in any 
year, under the same penalties.
